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Who was Adolf Hitler? 


Our Fuhrer Adolf Hitler was a very gifted 
man. He fulfilled many extremely arduous 
roles, including war lord, political leader, 
and builder to cite just a few. In my opinion 
the most often recognized role - 1.e. war 
lord -, was not the true inner man. While he 
took to the task with all his energy, it was 
not his inner calling. (For example, he re- 
fused to convert the economy over to total 
war until late 1943, and the drafting of Ger- 
man women into the war effort until 1944, 
because he hoped to successfully end the 
war without having to reverse course on his 
life's work.) 

While he was certainly a truly gifted polit- 
ical leader and dynamic statesmen, these 
were exterior roles that still did not satisfy 
the inner man. After the winter crisis on the 
eastern front, they took a back seat to the 
role of war lord which the Fuhrer was 
forced to assume. 

The inner essence of Adolf Hitler, which 
is visible throughout all of his life, 1s that of 
a builder. It is the purpose of this year's 
birthday article to examine this fact. Con- 
trary to the Jewmedia's negative image of 
our beloved Fuhrer, he was the most posi- 
tive, constructive leader in history. 

As a boy he wanted to be a painter. And 
he even earned a living as an artist as a 
young man. However it wasn't until he ap- 
plied to the university in Vienna that he dis- 





covered his true inner calling. The art insti- 
tute rejected his application, which broke 
his heart. But they told him that his future 
lay in the field of architecture, and that he 
should apply himself to this field. 

Over the course of his life Adolf Hitler 
designed houses, buildings, stadiums, bridg- 
es, working districts and whole cities. Each 
carried the personal stamp of his most inner 
self. It was Albert Speer's task as chief ar-

Poet, Mentor and Martyr 


A special role in the early days of the Na- 
tional Socialist movement was played by 
the poet and dramatist Dietrich Eckart, who 
came from Neumarkt in der Oberpfalz. He 
joined the Deutsche Arbeiter Partei in the 
summer of 1919. The pinnacle of his phil- 
osophical work was the German translation 
of Henrik Ibsen's screenplay "Peer Gynt", 
which was published in 1912. Eckart was 
also author and editor of several anti- 
Semitic periodicals; for example the week- 
ly "Auf gut deutsch", which was published 
since 1919 with support of the Thule Soci- 
ety. Dietrich Eckart, who discovered Hitler 
in September 1919, became for the latter a 
friend and teacher. He was with his radical 
nationalistic, anti-democratic and _ anti- 
Semitic views Hitler's ideological example. 
Dietrich Eckart was already in 1920 con- 





vinced that the Jews needed to be de- 
stroyed. 

Eckart got into trouble when in 1923 the 
public prosecutor decided during the period 
of the Republic of Weimar - which was 
then very common - to indict the writer for 
defamation of character in connection with 
his anti-Semitic attacks on the then 
Reichsprasident Friedrich Ebert. The 1m- 
mediate cause was an in Bavarian dialect 
worded pamphlet, "Muiesbacher MHaber- 
festtreiben 1922", in which Friedrich Ebert 
was presented as an instrument of Jewish, 
anti-German interests. Dietrich Eckart did 
not appear at the session of the "Leipziger 
Staatsgerichtshof", which took place on 
12th March 1923, so an arrest warrant was 
issued. At the end of April it became clear 
that the "Leipziger Kriminalpolizei" was 
looking seriously for Dietrich Eckart. 
Adolf Hitler ordered armed SA-men to 
stand guard in front of his house, but the 
arrest just seemed to be a matter of time. 

Christian Weber, one of the few intimate 
friends of Adolf Hitler and one of the early 
fighters of the NSDAP - he had the party 
number 15 -, knew a retreat. He had a 
friend, Bruno Buchner, who was leasehold- 
er of the guest-house Moritz, the later Plat- 
terhof at the Obersalzberg above Berchtes- 
gaden, with whom the wanted Dietrich 
Eckart could be bided. The Chief of Staff 
of the SA, Ernst Rohm, secretly organized 
the inconspicuous relocation of Dietrich 
Eckart to Berchtesgaden. A few days later 
Adolf Hitler visited him there. During the 
war, in the year 1941, he remembered this

first day at the Obersalzberg in one of his 
nightly monologues. 

"T only knew that he was in a guest-house 
above Berchtesgaden. One day in April I 
asked my younger sister to come with me. 
I told her that I had a meeting with a few 
gentlemen there and left her in Berchtesga- 
den to go up with Weber on foot. Now it 
went sheer uphill and the road seemed in- 
terminable. It was just a narrow path in the 
snow. 'Have you gone mad?', I said. Does 
that road never end? Do you think that I 
am going to climb the Himalaya; that I 
have become a chamois? Good heavens, 
could you not find a better place? If there 
is still a long way ahead of us I prefer to 
return, pass the night down below and 
climb the mountain tomorrow by day.' He: 
'We will be at the top soon.' And suddenly 
I saw in front of me a house: the guest- 
house Moritz. 'Do we have rooms there?’ 
'No, but since there are no shoes standing 
outside, we can go in.' It had not been pos- 
sible for us to announce our arrival by 
phone. ‘Let us see if Dietrich Eckart 1s 
there." We knocked at the door. 'Diedi, 
Wolf is here." He opened the door in his 
night-shirt. We greeted each other. He was 
very touched. "What time do I have to get 
up tomorrow morning?’ He: 'At 7.00 AM 
is best." - I had not seen anything of the 
landscape yet. The next morning when I 
woke up, it was already light. I went to the 
veranda and looked outside. What I saw 
was marvelous. The view of the Un- 
tersberg was indescribable.’ Eckart was 
already downstairs. Frau Buchner smiled 
friendly and Eckart introduced me to the 
Buchners: 'This is my young friend, Herr 
Wolf.' No one suspected that I was the no- 
torious Adolf Hitler. Eckart stayed there as 
Doctor Hoffmann." 

After the failed march on the Feldherrn- 
halle, 9th November 1923 - to which 
Eckart had encouraged Hitler - he was tak- 


en into custody the next day. Because of 
his heart-disease, he was released shortly 
before Christmas. On 26th December 1923 
Dietrich Eckart died at the age of fifty-five. 
He was buried on 30th December at the 
mountain-cemetery in Berchtesgaden. Un- 
til this day one can find his impressive 
grave-stone there. 

After 1923 Adolf Hitler glorified his 
mentor and "fatherly friend", as he called 
him in public, by erecting the privileged 
room of Dietrich Eckart as a memorial. 
Nothing was allowed to be changed in this 
room. Only a bust of the visionary poet 
was added. The Brown House in Munich 
was also added. When, in 1938, a start was 
made with the renovation and extension of 
the Platterhof - the plans foresaw a house 
with 150 rooms and 300 beds as well as all 
other necessary rooms - the old buildings 
were torn down except for the Dietrich 
Eckart room, which was not touched. The 
new Platterhof had to be built around this 
room. 

Eckart was a key-figure in the early rise 
of Adolf Hitler. Later he was frequently 
called a seer, because he had already an- 
nounced Adolf Hitler as the future Fuhrer 
of the Germans at the beginning-stage of 
the Movement. 

Hitler, who regarded himself as a disciple 
of Dietrich Eckart and expressed in a hom- 
age that Eckart "has written poems as beau- 
tiful as Goethe", honored him as no other of 
his old fighters. In his book "Mein Kampf" 
he called him literally a martyr and dedicat- 
ed the closing sentence of his book to him: 


And among them I could also reckon 
that man who as no one else has devoted 
his life to the awakening of his, of our 
nation in writing, poetry, thought and 
finally in the deed:

chitect of the Reich to take the Fuhrer's ide- 
as, Sketches, drawings and models and to 
transform them into reality. Concrete, glass 
and steel works sprang up all over Germany 
as the Fuhrer's dreams took shape. Huis 
building program continued from 1933 to 
1943. But Germany did not have enough 
workers or raw materials to even begin a 
fraction of the envisioned projects during 
that short, ten year period. 

German armaments took a back seat to his 
building program until 1944. In 1938 
France alone outspent Germany on arma- 
ments. In 1939 Great Britain spent more 
resources on the RAF than Hermann Goe- 
ring did on the Luftwaffe. In 1940 France 
had twice as many modem tanks as Germa- 
ny did. And these two so-called peace- 
loving democracies were the weakest in the 
massive allied coalition of powers that en- 
circled Germany in the most monstrous war 
known to mankind. It still took over six 
years for them - USA, USSR, Great Britain, 
France etc. - to overwhelm little Germany. 

Obviously the physical creation of the au- 
tobahn, buildings, and cities was a very high 
priority for the Fuehrer. Yet even these gi- 
gantic projects fail to amply demonstrate his 
inner self, which was far greater. 

When Adolf Hitler joined the unknown 
NSDAP as its seventh member, he began a 
campaign to create a powerful political ma- 
chine, which grew from obscurity into the 
all-encompassing movement we see in the 
magnetic film Triumph of the Will. None of 
this was would have been possible without 
his inner drive. Building the party machin- 
ery was no easy accomplishment, and for- 
midable enemies had to be fought all along 
the way. As the political arm of the party 
grew into millions of members, the Fuhrer 
created numerous branches of the move- 
ment so each member could fulfill his per- 
sonal destiny. The most famous of course 
were the S.S., S.A. and Hitler Youth. But 
dozens of other, much larger organizations 


existed, which supported workers, farmers, 
students, etc. Their memberships dwarfed 
even the two million man S.A. The Fuhrer's 
genius was so great that virtually everyone 
was included into the national fabric, where 
they derived satisfaction from what they did 
best, and this in turn unified the people as 
no people has ever been before or since. 

Not only did Adolf Hitler build the most 
encompassing political movement in world 
history - under the most unfavorable condi- 
tions imaginable -, but he also created the 
strongest economy in Europe. When the 
Fuehrer took power on January 30, 1933 the 
German economy was a burned out, smol- 
dering hulk. Unemployment was over 25%. 
The Deutschmark was worthless. Interna- 
tional trade was impossible due to the Jew- 
ish world depression and Great Britain's re- 
fusal to allow Germany access to world 
markets. Even a customs union with Aus- 
tria was forbidden by the evil treaty of Ver- 
sailles. In short, Germany was destitute and 
surrounded by a wall of protectionism from 
hostile nations. Germany was to remain an 
economic slave for all time. To add insult 
to injury, World Jewry, based in New York 
City, declared war on National Socialist 
Germany. They called for a world econom- 
ic boycott against Germany and used all of 
their economic and political connections 
worldwide to strangle Germany. 

The Fuhrer remained undaunted by the 
seemingly hopeless task. Within hours of 
assuming leadership of the rudderless state, 
he began the herculean task of building a 
new national economy. With incredible 
speed the Fuhrer's energy transformed the 
moribund economy into one of vitality, 
strength and vigor. Millions of men went 
back to work. Families could begin again. 
A true sense of hope permeated every fabric 
of German life. By 1938 the German econ- 
omy was the strongest in Europe. It even 
suffered an acute labor shortage. Italians, 
Poles, and Frenchmen flocked to Germany 
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Adolf Hitler 


in order to feed their families. 

Sadly for world peace, only National So- 
cialist Germany fought its way free of the 
Jewish tentacles of world depression. The 
USA was still in its clutches on December 
7, 1941, and England never escaped it. The 
war just provided forced rationing, and after 
the war England sank back into its massive, 
prewar depression - minus its Empire. 

As tremendous as these achievements are 
- the building of cities, the party, and the 
economy -, they are not the crowning 
achievement of the Fuhrer's life. In the 
1930's Adolf Hitler repeatedly assured 
world leaders that National Socialism was 
not for export, contrasting his policy with 
the Jewish Bolshevik international, which 
was invading all nations in search of world 
conquest for their Marxist-Jewish super- 
state. The National Socialist revolution was 
for Germany only and the degenerate pluto- 
cratic democracies had nothing to fear. But 
fear they did! 

The Jewish hatred against a resurgence of 
Aryan purity culminated in a world war 
with National Socialist Germany pitted 
against the Jewish clones. The war began 
as a national struggle with Germany 
fighting for German survival in a hostile, 
Jewish-controlled world. However, as the 
war progressed tens of thousands of volun- 
teers flocked to the National Socialist ban- 
ner to fight not just for Germany, but for a 
new world order. Their goal was to create a 
united Aryan Europe. 

At first Hitler was against this. He only 
wanted Germany to be left in peace. But 
once it became clear that the war could not 
be localized, his view evolved from a Ger- 
man viewpoint into a Pan-Aryan, European 
one! Tiny Germany would become the 
driving spirit in a united Aryan National 
Socialist Europe extending from Lisbon to 
Moscow. It would become an unbeatable 
Superpower and be more than a match for 
the Jewish plutocracy of the USA and Jew- 


ish bolshevism of the USSR. 

General Leon Degrelle led his Waffen 
S.S. Belgium troops on the eastern front. 
They fought for Belgium's place in a Pan- 
Aryan Europe. Hitler held him (and his 
men) in the highest esteem. In 1945 he 
even said that if he had a son, he would 
want him to be like Leon Degrelle! 

By the end of the war the Fuhrer had built 
a truly Pan-Aryan European movement that 
stirred hundreds of thousands, not just to 
support it, but to fight and shed blood for it 
even in the hopeless last hours of the Reich. 
The Fuhrer bunker in Berlin was defended 
to the last by foreign volunteers of the 
Watfen S.S. 

The incredible feat of unifying a Europe 
that had been divided for centuries was not 
only the Fuhrer's crowning achievement. It 
is also the catalyst which continues to 
evolve National Socialism from an exclu- 
sively German movement into the world- 
wide, Pan-Aryan phenomenon of today. 
This dream of true world peace bums strong 
in the hearts of millions of White men 
around the globe. 

Adolf Hitler was the greatest of all lead- 
ers. His legacy for us 1s his conception of 
world peace based on the new world order 
of Pan-Aryan National Socialism. Simply 
put, all White men will be united into an 
Aryan brotherhood where we will share the 
bounties of our collective genius, labor, and 
racial superiority. 

April 20th is the birthday of our beloved 
leader Adolf Hitler.
